TOYNBEE The Study 
History maintains that there have 
been representative civilizations since 
the beginning the world and that 
least these longer exist. “The 
critical moment their 
says, “is that which culture fails 
respond challenge.” Teachers Cath- 
schools are confronted serious 
challenges right now, which will their 
responsibility meet. Shall fail? 
must not, dare not. 

The challenges are mainly three. One 
share with all mankind, another pe- 
culiar teachers and the third 
confronting specifically religious 
instructors. 


First Challenge: How Live 
Atomic Age 


Few people realize that new era began 
December 1942, the date the first 
successful atomic transformation. Informed 
guesses say that the charge atomic 
bomb pounds. The bomb 
dropped Hiroshima was said one 
tenth one per cent efficient. That would 
mean that the transformation one ounce 
uranium into energy caused the colossal 
destruction that city. The bomb used 
Nagasaki was already improvement 
the first one, being made plutonium, 
element previously unknown. Since then 
least four other developments have been 
made, superior power their predeces- 
sors, that now sizable percentage 
Matter can transformed into energy 
and consequently greater destruction can 
effected. Scientists say that should there 
another war, 40,000,000 people would 
destroyed the first hours. 

This whole picture could different 
this new source power would used 
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for beneficent purposes instead for de- 
struction. The charge one atomic bomb, 
about the size grapefruit, can provide 
250,000,000 kilowatt hours electricity, 
and that enough supply, for week, 
the electric light and power requirements 
New York City. The contents twenty 
bombs could supply the entire United 
States with electric power for week. 
has been estimated that present, Ameri- 
can production atomic explosives 
enough for 100 500 bombs year. That 
would production some one five 
tons per year. What this means can 
gauged the fact that all the power 
(from coal, oil, natural gas, and water) 
now used the entire United States, 
could produced one ton this 
explosive.

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Divine Providence has permitted the un- 
covering this new source energy 
this time when these other sources are ap- 
proaching the stage exhaustion. Still 
seven years have passed since, 
beneficent use, other than the application 
radioisotopes, has blessed humanity. 
generation will not judged the dis- 
coveries made, but the use which 
they are put. Why this delay securing 
the blessings atomic energy? be- 
cause the international tension; Russia 
refuses come agreement, prohibit- 
ing the use nuclear material warfare. 
The other nations, the United States 
particular, agree commission that 
would have authority investigate any 
place that suspected developing fis- 
sionable elements, but Russia will have 
none this supervision. This the first 
instance history that great nation, 
like ours, was willing surrender its sov- 
ereignty for the good humanity. This 
international tension which keeps the co- 
lossal power supply secreted behind walls 
and readied only spread destruction and 
death, one the greatest tragedies con- 
fronting mankind. cannot hide behind 
defensive barrier because there 
immunity nor counter weapon. The only 
thing prevent the atomic bomb 
from leaving its base. simply foolish 
say that alone have the “secret.” 
The Smyth Report, published soon after 
the war, was available all and explained 
the various methods which fissionable 
material was obtained from the ore. Be- 
sides, President Truman admitted recently 
that the Russians have the bomb. have 
domestic control the situation but the 
international tension persists. The weakest 
point our stand the fact that have 
already used this terrible weapon, and, 
the Russians say, will again. The 
only solution have all men live to- 
gether, long last, human beings. 
hear much said about the brotherhood 
man. But how can there brothers with- 
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out common Father? The ruling class 
Russia atheistic; what basis then 
can they speak brotherhood man? 
And here see how aptly and timely 
the exhortation our Lady Fatima has 
come us: “Pray and penance, and 
Russia will converted and there will 
peace.” 

What then practically can done 
the classroom meet this terrible and 
certainly decisive challenge? First all 
enlighten the rising generation concerning 
the dreadful seriousness the situation. 
You will say, will frighten them, but 
that exactly what should do: scare 
them into action. They will have meet 
this challenge for longer time than we, 
and unless tell them what is, they 
will not know how act when their 
turn comes vocal the press and 
the polls. The control atomic energy 
was taken from the military and turned 
over civilians consequence popular 
demand. Then, secondly, show the rele- 
vance this problem the social studies. 
Unless Christian principles predominate, 
the law the jungle will destroy man- 
kind, for now possesses the power 
annihilate himself and the world. Thirdly, 
heed the injunction Our Lady 
Fatima, and have the children pray the 
rosary and penance for the conversion 
Russia. She now, she has always 
been, our life, our sweetness, and our hope. 


Second Challenge: 
the Curriculum the High School 


There has been increase about 
1200 per cent secondary schools from 
1900 1940, although there has been 
mere per cent rise the population 
between the ages and 17. Within 
this same period the number high school 
subjects rose from 250. Internally 
they have undergone such changes, that 
they could not possibly recognized 
visitor from the previous century. Our 
Catholic schools have shared this trans- 
formation, but change not synonymous 
with improvement. The increase enroll- 
ment has inevitably resulted the lower- 
ing standards. Toynbee has some cogent 
reflections this point: “The results 
education have been inevitable impoverish- 
ment, when the process made available 
for ‘the masses,’ the cost being di- 
vorced from its traditional cultural back- 
ground. The good intentions democracy 
have magic power perform the 
miracle the loaves and fishes. Our mass 
produced intellectual pabulum lacks savor 
and vitamins.” The truth also that the 
program does not meet the needs 
large percentage our boys and girls. 

remedy this situation the purpose 
Education, called Life Adjustment Edu- 
cation for Youth. Its task help the 
nation’s schools surmount their serious 
limitations. The solution lies broadening 
the curriculum that all youth will find 
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values the school. The approach, keyed 
realistic needs, make frontal 
attack such problems youthful irre- 
sponsibility, lack social concern, and 
delinquency. Moreover will help re- 
lease the richest field resources which 
democracy can boast the talents its 
boys and girls. Specially envisaged the 
group that does not plan college 
enter the skilled short for 
the per cent youth who are not ade- 
quately served the high schools. Some 
critics maintain that the entire secondary 
school program should overhauled com- 
pletely and not merely piecemeal. Others 
not like the attack “academic” sub- 
jects and its glorifying the “practical” 
subjects. These critics say that mastery 
information, facts, and content must take 
place character, citizenship, and good 
attitudes are achieved. The Com- 
mission composed representatives 
from nine national organizations covering 
the junior colleges, school administrators, 
high school supervisors and principals, vo- 
cational teachers, chief state school officers, 
the National Education Association, and 
the National Catholic Educational Associ- 
ation. This issue certainly live one 
and constitutes challenge our united 
efforts. 

Until something definite comes from this 
group, can attempt something our 
own take care, some extent, indi- 
vidual differences. Rev. Julian 
S.J., recent meeting the Catholic 
superintendents, gave report survey 
made 8500 high schools, which listed 
provisions that could made meet 
this problem. These could grouped 
follows: (1) ability grouping; (2) varia- 
tions pupil load; (3) advisory guid- 
ance programs; (4) plans characterized 
unit assignments; (5) special classes 
coaching individuals; (6) out school 
projects; (7) scientific study problem

their most important duty. matters 
not how great the success other matters, 
scholastic athletic, they fail mak- 
ing true Catholics our boys and girls, 


they have failed utterly. There ques-. 


tion basic justice this matter. Our 
Catholic laymen are willing bear the 
extra burden our Catholic schools 
order that their children obtain solid 
Catholic training. not furnish 
this, are taking money under false 
pretenses. 

times may inclined say after 
our morning exercises: “Now that that 
done begin work.” No, thou- 
sand times no. Our prayers and medita- 
tions are integral parts the program. 
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enlist the help God and the Blessed 
Virgin, that our efforts bear fruit unto 
life everlasting. Sister Bertrand Myers 
her book The Education Sisters puts 
the religious exercises first importance; 
second, the preparation for class; third, 
assistance recreation secure suitable 
relaxation; and fourth, pursuance per- 
sonal studies. 

What should the aims our religious 
instruction? listed Dr. Edward 
Fitzpatrick the October, 1936, number 
THE SCHOOL JOURNAL, they 
are five: upon the child 
the real purpose his existence: know, 
love and serve God. (2) make religion 
the great motive power life living 
accordance with the truths learned. 
(3) create love and reverence for all 
ceremonies, functions, and prayers the 
liturgy. (4) enkindle deep love and 
respect for the Church. (5) develop 
well-informed, responsible, and devout 
Catholic boys and girls.” 

One the reasons why fail fre- 
quently having our pupils carry their 
religion over into life neglect the 
education the will. take for 
granted that our wills are free and let 
that, instead training our pupils 
the way become free fact. 
should remember that our wills are not 
enthroned absolute monarchs, but that 
they are bound certain constitutional 
laws which cannot flouted really 
want succeed. There quite large 
literature this subject which should 
receive more attention than does. Among 
the writers are: Rev. John Lindworsky, 
S.J., the Training the will (Bruce), 
who gives the organic laws volition 
with practical applications. Jules Payot, 
although French freethinker, has written 
admirably this subject. His book, Edu- 
cation the Will, appears English 
translation. Hygiene the Soul von 
Feuchtersleben also classic work 
the subject. But the book that gives 
exposition, both scientific and eminently 
Catholic, French treatise Gouverne- 
ment soi méme Antonin Eymieu, 
S.J. gives the three principles 
which govern effective volition: (1) ideas 
govern acts, (2) acts govern sentiments, 
and (3) govern ideas and acts means 
the affections. The Church guided 
divine wisdom has embodied these laws 
her liturgy and her rules ascetical 
life. Hence the importance daily medi- 
tation. Hence the 
whenever there surge the affections 
during mental prayer, should give them 
right way and prolong them long 
possible, they lead good resolutions 
and consequent good acts. Likewise are 
advised set models before our pupils 
Christ, the Blessed Virgin, 
saints, this process much more 
fective than mere precepts. 
alone are ineffective Eymieu shows 
example.

These then are the three great challenges 
confronting us. What can about 


them? First all, let ponder deeply 


the importance our mission Catholic 
educators. Let meditate profoundly 
upon the weighty responsibility put 
our shoulders. Let avoid the pitfalls 
that caused the downfall Martin Luther. 
the important jobs had and ended 
that had time recite his 
breviary make his meditation. Teaching 


such complex job, that must in- 
evitably fail unless receive help from 
above. The Syracuse Bulletin enumerates 
the qualifications needed: education 
college president, the executive ability 
financier, the humility deacon, 
the adaptability chameleon, the hope 
optimist, the courage hero, the 
wisdom serpent, the gentleness 
dove, the patience Job, the grace 
God, and the persistence the devil” 
(Educational Digest, Jan., 1941). 

Our second responsibility love 
learning, make every effort advance 
our profession. Did ever strike you 
that are the only profession eager 
take its own medicine? After teaching all 
year, hasten the university campus 
sit the benches and have others 
teach us. But this zeal for knowledge 
must not lose sight that fact that 
may lose infinitely more than gain, 
are not careful our choice in- 
stitutions. Outside some rare cases, 
not necessary for religious attend 
secular universities. The dangers are 
great, particularly branches which 
false philosophy can work havoc, that 
many bishops have forbidden the practice. 
Materialism, experiencialism, and even 
atheism are the daily fare. Barnyard eu- 
genics, denial the supernatural are the 
stock trade. There right wrong, 
merely socially desirable offensive acts. 
the department education you fre- 


quently come across absolute denial 
what hold most sacred. frequent 
such institutions, how well would de- 
serve the reproach from God, given 
through Jeremias (2:13): 
have done two evils. They have forsaken 
Me, the fountain living water, and have 
digged for themselves cisterns, broken cis- 
terns that can hold water.” 

Our third responsibility devotedness 
the cause, enthusiasm our God-given 
vocation teaching. Without this the 
Catholic school system the 
United States would impossibility. 
the devotedness and enthusiasm the 
teacher that brings results, nevertheless 
not listed any report the accredit- 
ing agencies. meeting the North 
Central Association, Dr. Paul Mort 
Columbia University made the statement 
that high school could function properly 
less than $115 per pupil per year. 
happened next Dr. John Dale 
Russel, that time the University 
Chicago and now specialist for higher edu- 
cation Washington, and asked him: 
“Where would that leave the Catholic 
schools?” which replied: “Of course 
Mort makes abstraction devotedness.” 
pretty good answer from non-Catholic. 

shoulder these responsibilities 
can safely meet the challenges that con- 
front the world, secondary education, and 
our Catholic schools. May God give 
strength so! 
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Guiding the Primary Child

VEN the practical problems child 

guidance (what shall say Billy 
when refuses study) the historical 
approach enlightening. History records 
the study the importance guiding the 
young child. Both ancient and modern 
times find educators insisting upon the 
right every child education. 


Ancient Advocates 


Among the multiplicity names which 
give evidence the age-old interest 
child study might select random such 
historical ones the Chinese 
who believed the development the 
natural powers the child principle 
much advance his time; Vittorino, 
who emphasized the “pleasantness” the 
education the young; Vives, who spent 
his life tutoring because his belief that 
education should have personal touch; 
St. Thomas, who the thirteenth century 
fearlessly proclaimed the need self- 
activity the learning process. 


Later Language 


Leaving the earlier period, come 
the eighteenth and nineteenth century 
heralds child psychology: Rousseau, 
with his emphasis upon the natural and 
unhampered growth the child’s individu- 
ality; Comenius, with his principles the 
right use the child’s mental powers; 
Pestalozzi, with his keen insight into the 
real needs the child’s nature; and 
Froebel’s quiet but strong insistence upon 
the educative value play. 


Modern Monitors 


contemporary education the names 
Dewey, Kilpatrick, Rugg and Watson, 
Thorndike and Gesell, and many others are 
prominent. evaluate each the 
ideas modern educators and psycholo- 
gists whose interests are for the betterment 
the small child, are impressed the 
array the necessary “first things” each 
loudly proclaims. Dewey shouts that 
the one and only objective socialize 
the child and provide meaningful experi- 
ences. Thorndike reiterates that complete 
attention must given the structure and 
mechanism, for the child marvelous 
machine that dictates his behavior. Watson 
announces that the one thing necessary 
good enviroment. Kilpatrick 
followers keep continually the move, 
that nothing static, and that real edu- 
cation matter adjustments the 
varied changes life. Rugg with his com- 
placent views life urges that all edu- 
cation matter pleasure and 
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creativeness. Meyers with his criteria for 
ultraprogressive school adds the need 
freedom. 


Confusing Picture 


These educators have given dictums 
the world that are strikingly revoluntary 
and, must add, strikingly confusing. Each 
has declared that the panacea child 
development has last been formulated; 
that the utopia child training and 
understanding has last been found. 

small wonder that parents and 
teachers have felt the impact these 
apparently conflicting ideas and are 
least momentarily baffled. Strange 
may seem, the solution most cases 
quite simple. brief examination the 
tenets these modern educators reveals 
that one principle working isolation 
will produce the coveted result well- 
developed child. insist with Dewey that 
experience everything deny some 
very fundamental reasoning processes. 
agree with Thorndike that the child 
merely thinking machine surely 
give scant regard creative 
principle. 


Each Its Place 


But, the other hand, deny without 
any reservations the policies these men 
rank nonsense. learn doing. 
Life and the child change. Life may 
have its allotted pleasure and creativeness. 
The enviroment big factor the 
child’s growth and development. 

considering all these ideas the im- 
portant factor remember accept 
moderation only those principles which will 
lead the all-round development the 
child. Just mosaic, each color and 
shape has its place and slight overdoing 
sufficient ruin the total effect, too 
with the growth the child. 


The Child’s Personality 


find general the problems the 
primary child centered around situations 
which affect his personality 
which contribute his behavior. 


Respect for the Child 
From the factors affecting his person- 


ality the first important one respect 


the child. Monsignor Dupanloup expresses 
this need when states, “Today after 
years devotion the work (of edu- 
cation), when ask myself what the 
profoundest conviction have gained and 
still maintain, find that deep 
feeling respect and reverence for the 
This respect will enable the teachers 
accept variations likes dislikes. 
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differing from those they personally may 
have. They will appreciate the differences 
talents and endeavors that are found among 
children even the same family. means 
realize that the child has certain rights 
that are inviolable; that his need for 
security, affection, kindness, and above all 
understanding are rights which one 
should deprive him. 


Tell the Truth 


The child also has right expect 
that the truth told him. One can never 
fool child. Soon later, most sur- 
prising means discovers the truth. The 
child loses confidence those who are 
responsible for his welfare. Brother George, 
his Practical Psychology and Catholic 
Education, warns this danger. 
writes, “Anyone abusing the innocence and 
simple credulity little one loses all his 
confidence from the moment that the latter 
discovers the lie; and amount truth- 
fulness afterwards can ever restore this 
trust.” 


Keep Promises 


Promises made the child should 
kept. Making promise with intention 
keeping deceitful and will have its 
effect the child. may inconvenient 
keep promise; fact, because 
certain circumstances may even im- 
possible. The child will easily discern the 
real reason unfulfilled promise. 
may inconsolable first because 
keen disappointment; but here, too, 
must taught face reality. try 
shield him from every possible sorrow 
quite herculean task and one which 
leads the child live false security. 
His sense futility and disillusionment 
far greater blow his personality than 
learning bear the ups and downs 
life open and courageous fashion. 


Allay Fears 


The treatment fears contributes much 
emotional welfare and personality ad- 
justments. Fears should certainly not 
encouraged merely for the sake re- 
stricting the child’s freedom. Neither must 
they ignored. great extent fears 
They are caused largely the child’s en- 
eliminate these fears first example, 
secondly, finding the underlying causes 
reasons for not being afraid. The child 
should investigate personally the sources 
his fears. attempt make child un- 
afraid placing him the situation which 
arouses his fears without any previous edu-

cation help sheer cruelty. Because 
child fearful dogs, take every 
opportunity place the child proximity 
without the necessary preparation 
terrorize the child. take few occasions 
show him little harmless pup, hold 
the child while pets and feeds the dog 
right step the necessary adjustment. 


Give Him Time 


Other problems which cause harmful 
influence the small child’s personality 
arise from the fact that fail remember 
that nature’s way work slowly. Many 
fine learnings attitudes, appreciations, 
and skills have been ruined because 
attempt hurry the maturation process. 
Forcing the child mix with others whom 
she does not know, instead per- 
mitting quiet appraisal the group, may 
eventually lead group complex. 


Let Him Choose 

another problem which affects the 
primary youngster’s personality the lack 
opportunities choice come cases 
requesting him make choices which are 
beyond his capacity power. This leaves 
wiser. There are many situations 
which the child cannot given choice 
selecting clothes, the matter food 
and sleep that occasions which are 
not great moment the choice should 
his. This will add his ability interpret 
values with guidance and also develop 
his initiative. 


Put Him Ease 


Much can said about the emotional 
atmosphere which our school children 
live. may undefiniable, but 
definitely felt much more children than 
adults. may said include the 
kind acceptance everyone just 
is, the readiness work together, the 
general management home and school, 
and the understanding his playmates 
and teachers. chilling atmosphere does 
not develop the best one’s nature. 

The difficulties bearing upon the child’s 
personality frequently receive the least at- 
tention. The child school may respond 
quite passively his problems pretend 
ignore them. The danger that may 
bury them deep his subconscious mind 
and build all types defense mecha- 
which are later very hard break 

own. 


The Child’s Behavior 


The discussion the factors affecting 
the child’s behavior are more readily dis- 
covered because their evidence. Among 
these problems find the child the 
primary grades with negativistic tendencies. 
The actual causes this behavior are not 
find. First, the child now 
becoming quite conscious his own im- 
portance and powers. These new-found 
powers expression, motor co-ordination, 
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and other achievements lead desires 
exploiting and using these abilities. The 
child has heard endless stream no’s 
from his earliest memories. The negative 
approach both parent and teacher has 
far outweighed the positive one. Reasons 
for commands were seldom never ex- 
plained. Activities expected him are 
sometimes above his capacity and endur- 
ance. has other alternative than 
say, “No.” Again, the child may not 
given sufficient time adjust himself 
new commands; after doing 
pleases, may suddenly confronted 
with many demands. Adults may fail 
give the child accepted norm be- 
havior which guide his conduct. Here 
the religious motive should play im- 
portant role. Teachers forget that child’s 
memory span short. Too many commands 
given once serve only confuse the 
child. Finally, well note the child’s 
physical condition which can responsible 
for his negativistic attitude. 

Knowledge these various causes 
negativistic behavior enables the teacher 
analyze her relations with the child 
find out what way she contributes 
the problem. This

household classroom can run 
efficiently pleasantly without the use 
discipline. The modern world trying 
make the term obsolete. But matter 
what synonyms may used, the connota- 
tion and the necessity will remain. Much 
the dislike the word comes from the 
significance. many, implies the ac- 
ceptance stern restrictions and regu- 
lations placed upon children rather 
well-meaning teachers who have forgotten 
that they once were children. individual 
who acquiesces only from the motive 
fear because overpowered another 
not disciplined. soon the external 
forces control are removed, the child 
will return his former mode behavior 
—acceptable not. Neither discipline 
synonymous with physical force. Monsignor 
Dupanloup becomes eloquent this point: 
“To use force, reduce all the same 
level, treat all the souls, all the spirits, 
all the hearts, all characters the young 
people alike; never yield; never make 
exception; this not exercising author- 
discipline; the negation education.” 


Discipline Self-Control 


Discipline rightly construed the inner 
force which enables the child direct his 
behavior into proper channels for benefit 
himself and others. other words, 
self-control. should understood 
only terms self-discipline. The child 
obeys not because reward punishment 
will meted nor because will 
obtain what wants. There doubt 
that these influence his actions, but his 
future life these attitudes will not suf- 
ficient keep him well-balanced and 
poised mentally, socially, and emotionally. 
This personal control will facilitated 
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the possession code behavior 
which based the moral law. This 
period the child’s life the most ad- 
vantageous for laying the groundwork 
which build the virtue obedience. 
condone lie today cute and spank 
the child tomorrow because lie does 
not give the child true sense values. 

Unfortunately, discipline has been force- 
fully emphasized its negative aspects. 
Discipline should positive, live ap- 
proach behavior. disciplined child 
not one who does nothing who inert 
but one who has controlled power which 
will enable him live fully the beauty 
and freedom the Christ life. 


Punishments 


The failure the child conform 
discipline results his being punished. The 
types punishments may classified into 
two groups the physical punishment 
and deprivations. 

Physical punishments are frequently 
overused. This type punishment can 
nullify the good effects intended the 
reprimand. For the more serious misdeeds 
physical punishments may have used. 
Children who are spanked for every oc- 
casion which provokes their teachers 
parents will consider the spanking mere 
ritual and unmoved mind heart. 
child who has remain chair 
corner for long periods time 
undergoing quite hardship. partic- 
ularly detrimental because goes against 
his nature. His being crying out for 
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action. fairly tingling with the zest 
for living, and deprived every 
means putting that energy into action. 

the approach made the right 
manner, sitting quietly for less than five 
minutes sufficient make the child 
realize that his behavior either harming 
himself others. This often hard 
distinction for the child make; since 
enjoys certain action, difficult 
see why others are annoyed. 

Punishments which involve deprivation 
privilege coveted act are far more 
effective and more lasting than those which 
are purely physical. Here again, caution 
must used because personality com- 
plexes may arise. Refusal speak 
child until gives small trial for 
youngster. Usually, does not give 
because baffled the situation. 
ignore him temper tantrum for five 
ten minutes will prove him without 
doubt that doing something that 
wrong. 

the administering punishments 
the primary school child 
principles may given: 

certain that the command was 
understood. 

Exceptions can and sometimes must 
made. 

Give the child motive purpose 
for the act. The child can realize quite 
forcefully that the Christ Child would 
approve disapprove what doing. 

Solicit his interest and make obedience 
joint problem. 
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Make certain that the disobedience 
was not accident. Too often children 
are punished for actions beyond their 
control. 

not make scene the first 
second refusals. Give the child little time 
make the adjustment what you ask. 

punishments. 

Apply the punishment without too 
much delay. Threats have little value, 
any. 
have had only glimpse few 
the problems that arise the relation 
teachers the primary school 
Much has been written and said the 
problems which affect the child’s personal- 
ity and the factors which affect his 
behavior. 

The importance this consideration 
lies making teachers and parents aware 
the fact that the smallness the 
problems only apparent. sometimes 
seemingly insignificant difficulty that 
causes havoc the life small child. 
Since the child utterly the mercy 
those responsible for him, our sacred 
duty lead him safely his destination. 
Should fail, the loss irrevocable. 
need never fear, however, that shall 
lead him astray, keep mind the 
words Pope Pius XI, “The proper and 
immediate end Christian education 
co-operate with divine grace forming 
the true and perfect Christian, that is, 
form Christ Himself those regenerated 
Baptism.” 


How Good Catholic Comic Books? 


The lady, young mother only 
child, was quite troubled. She had been 
looking over comic book her 9-year-old 
son brought home with all its suggestive 
art and its monstrous tales sex and 
crime. 

“Forbidding him read comic books 
would like asking him stop eating 
ice cream the rest his life,” she said 
me. “Yet, I’m afraid that’s what will have 
done, even the risk his getting 
his hands comic books outside the 
house.” 

The lady’s problem common one, 
course. the past few years have been 
hearing and reading more and more about 
the comics and their effect the children 
—and adults—of America. Arguments 
against them and few for them have 
been aired magazines, pamphlets, and 
newspapers. Yet, remains fact that

One 
Catholic publishing company has printed 
more than 20,000,000 comic books the 
past three years. Another organization, per- 
haps even larger, has leaned its comic 
book line help itself grow from one- 
person project concern which now 
employs some persons and does 


million-dollar business year. 
publishing house boasts that its comics are 
distributed every diocese the United 
States, where they are “read hundreds 
thousands children every month.” 

stances that most grownups seem never 
have heard the Catholic comic book. 
vacuous manner when mentioned Catholic 
comics and one father has expressed 
the sentiment that must have been 
common more than few. 

“My Tommy wouldn’t for them,” 
said. know what mean proba- 
bly lot holy-holy stuff and not enough 
blood-and-thunder. The kids like fast 
moving story necessarily morally 
bad one, but one with plenty excitement 
and ginger it.” 

The popular, sight-unseen reaction 
Catholic comics full misconceptions 
and that one them. Catholic comics 
are their nature restrained subject 
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matter, they are generally professional, 
with all the fire and zip the secular 
comic. And children and grownups 
not take them readily some other 
forms comics, often because the 
characters are not familiar them 
Bugs Bunny and Captain Marvel. This, 
conducted last year the Ladies Home 
Journal, the most familiar face public 
life, perceived the children queried, 
was that the craggy-jawed Dick Tracy, 
identified per cent the moppets. 
Bing Crosby was spotted per cent 
while there you are only per cent 
recognized Harry ‘Truman. 


Plentiful Supply 


Despite these obstacles, Catholic comics 
have survived the critical stages their 
development compete equal basis 
with secular comics, and, more than one 
standard judgment, surpass them with 
flying colors. 

Take the case Topix, one the most 
popular the Catholic 
Published St. Paul, Minn., the 
Catechetical Guild Educational Society, 
Topix 32-page, full-color affair which 
appears twice monthly and sells for 
basis for the months the school year. 

Topix, which was first the field, 
the result seven years testing and 
Today, translated regularly 
into French and Spanish, and periodically 
Italian, Filipino, Chinese, and 
Japanese. 

Behind Topix 53-year old human 
dynamo named Rev. Louis Gales 
the same Father Gales who founded and 
edits Catholic Digest. Seven years ago, 
Father Gales started looking around for 


some kind antidote the modern deg- 
radation the cowboys and Indians 
technique. After much thought, finally 
hit upon it. decided put out, the 
comic book form that children seemed 
prefer, tales that would grip the attention 
boys and girls with mystery, action, 
adventure. But they would true stories 
real people who lived and fought for 
God and country and the good. would 
put some clothes them, too. 

Thus emerged, November, 1942, the 
first issue Topix, then called Timeless 
Topix. portrayed the story the Theban 
Legion, the Roman army unit massacred 
for its Christian faith. Later issues ac- 
quainted rapidly growing circle fans 
with the leper priest Damien Molokai; 
Joan Arc; Terry Ross, Commando; St. 
Francis Assisi; Commander Shea the 
Wasp, who wrote the immortal letters 
his son, Jackie; Bishop Crimont’s ad- 
ventures Alaska; Bernadette Lourdes; 
Father Gehring Guadalcanal and Barney 
Ross; and host other heroes and 
heroines, saints, explorers, and missionaries. 
Circulation the end the first year 
was 200,000, figure which grew steadily 
peak more than 300,000 month. 

With success assured, Father Gales de- 
cided launch unique project. the 
summer 1947, after months prepara- 
tion and years thought, had printed 
3000 advance copies single-shot, 52- 
page comic book dramatizing what might 
happen and when Communism felt itself 
strong enough take over the United 
States. called This Tomorrow? 
Its authors were Robert Edman, vice- 
president the Guild, and Francis Mc- 
Grade, graduate St. Thomas College, 
former radio news writer, and now editor 
Topix.

Communists Scared 


When This Tomorrow? reached the 
offices The Daily Worker, the minions 
Moscow Manhattan, according one 
observer, “loaded their linotype slugs with 
double-barreled epithets and let go.” 
Father Gales’s project was described 
secretly prepared, anti-Semitic, anti- 
Democratic, anti-Communist, nakedly Fas- 
cist, Hitlerite, violence-inciting, war-mon- 
gering booklet. 

These same people screamed the 
Attorney General, the Treasury Depart- 
ment, and the Post Office. Some well- 
intentioned criticism, strange say, came 
also from Catholic quarters. 

The Communists sent squads around 
newstands intimidate dealers. During 
one week Communist visitations, 9000 
copies the booklet were returned 
dealers the New York area. Similar 
tactics had similar results the West 
Coast. The Communists even visited pa- 
rishioners; some these threatened 
quit the Church sales were not discon- 
tinued. Even Police Commissioner Harry 
Toy of. Detroit banned the Motor 
City. 

But nothing was stop the sales 
This Tomorrow? Orders have poured 
for more than 3,000,000 copies cents 
copy. One minister Akron, Ohio, pur- 
chased 10,000 copies. The success the 
book assured continued existence the 
Catechetical Guild, which had appropri- 
ated from its own funds the necessary 
financing for the big printing project. Had 
failed, the Guild and Father Gales might 
have gone bankrupt. 

Instead, the Guild today continues 
million dollar year business and one 
the largest publishers religious teach- 
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ing aids the world. Topix itself, which 
distributed through schools and churches, 
effect teaching aid. 


Teaching Aids 

Thus can said Topix, can 
most Catholic comic books, that the 
also teach. However loud and long 
the guffaws few anti-comic-book ped- 
ants regarding this noble purpose, the effort 
sound ideas into young minds 
has not been easy. Catholic comics are 
highly competitive field, and their traf- 
fickers must hustle outdo the secular 
comics while competing with other Catho- 
lic comic book producers. That one rea- 
son you find creating the pictures for 
Catholic comics top-flight artists like Ad- 
dison Burbank, one the country’s lead- 
ing illustrators children’s books, and 
Art Scott, former chief animator for 
Walt Disney. Such men find their ever 
challenging task interweave deft 
way light entertaining reading with 
straight, teaching text. Joseph 
Shaller, Jr., editor the comic book, 
Treasure Chest, says: “Editorial policy 
aims giving the readers blend en- 
tertainment and instruction which the 
instruction practically painless.” 

Treasure Chest, like Topix, was started 
because the abundance harmful and 
vicious comic books the market. 

“Tf children were going read comics 
anyway,” says Shaller, “it was felt that 
someone should provide comic that 
would serve antidote the objec- 
tionable kind.” 

Since the first issue March 12, 1946, 
more than million copies Treasure 
Chest have been distributed. They are sold 
directly schools. There newsstand 
sale. Shaller writes most the religious 
scripts and some the fictional ones. Free 
lancers all the art work, for which 
top prices are paid. 

Publisher Treasure Chest George 
Pflaum Publisher, Inc., Dayton, Ohio, 
which puts out The Young Catholic Mes- 
senger, the oldest classroom magazine, sec- 
ular Catholic, the country. Treasure 
Chest itself, from humble start, has 
grown highly professional, slick-cov- 
ered, action-packed comic book “of fun 
and fact.” Ten cents copy, appears 
any the secular variety. typical issue 
has its cover team six horses whip- 
ping stagecoach bearing the mail through 
precarious mountain pass, the driver 
poised with snarling bull whip while 
young companion, gun hand, scans the 
countryside for badmen and Indians. 
the inside cover are puzzles. The story 
Chuck White and high school athletes 
opens the comic book proper, followed 
the Old Traveler, who recalls experiences 
old involving Father Jaime and the 
Indians. Then comes cover story, set 
regular columns print and without 
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inside illustrations. the middle spread 
drawing lesson. The second half the 
book starts with “Vagabond,” the story 
Claude Lorraine, the landscape painter. 
This followed Perky and Booby, 
animal strip, and full comic the story 
David and Goliath. There short 
strip the Mass, and finally one-page 
funnyman gag. 

Other books carry stories Coach Jim 
Wolfe and his Holy Trinity Academy 
champions, series cities, 
milestones music, the story 
Ruth, tale about Richard the Lion 
Hearted, word detective series, the stories 
famous inventions, and on. Usually, 
Catholicism there somewhere, some- 
times directly, sometimes passing. 

This brings the matter just how 
Catholicism brought into the comics. 
Some editors believe that religion should 
eased into the script ever gently, 
lest those for whom Catholic comics can 
most beneficial toss them aside and turn 
the less acceptable kind. the other 
extreme are the editors who label this sheer 
pussyfooting; show your true colors, they 
say boldly: you’ve something fight 
for, stand courageously and counted, 
that your presence you may known. 

Treasure Chest certainly not the 
first school. “We not preach,” says 
Shaller, “but there not single script 
that does not have Christian social princi- 
ples exemplified somewhere. give 
one example, are the only comic maga- 
zine know that has mixed Negro and 
white children all social situations, 
without saying anything specific about 
the script. Another example the in- 
sistence Father Carroll, comic book 
character, that winning games 
importance whatever.” 


“Middle the Road” 


Other Catholic comic books have em- 
ployed the road” techniques, 
operating with questionable ecclestiastical 
approval and with regard for the Social 
Encyclicals the Popes. They are like 
some so-called Catholic movies that give 
draw Catholic following and yet serve any 
other sect without ruffling anyone. 

All Catholic comic books, then, are 
means the same high caliber. fact, 
there are some Catholic comic books 
which has been said they would better 
remain unmentioned because they are 
disgrace from the doctrinal instruc- 
tional viewpoint. Fortunately, they are 
few. Treasure Chest, for example, has 
large staff editorial advisers the edu- 
cational field, plus two theological editors 
who look over every script. 

Catholic Comics, too, which, along with 
Topix and Treasure Chest, one the 
Big Three the field Catholic comic 
books, let known that has been 
schools and other officials dioceses. 
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laymen’s project, was brought out 
seven months after Treasure Chest first 
appeared 1946 Catholic Publications, 
Inc., Derby, Conn. Behind are men 
like William Bennett, attorney, gradu- 
ate Holy Cross College and Fordham 
Law School, Fourth Degree Knight 
Columbus, and prominent Catholic lay- 
man, and Joseph Talbot, former Con- 
gressman and recent candidate for the 
gubernatorial nomination Connecticut. 

Unlike the others, Catholic Comics was 
started primarily for sale newsstands 
the belief that could hit more directly 
magazines sensational nature. To- 
day, probably still the only major 
Catholic comic book newsstand sale. 
Most Catholic Comics’ sales, neverthe- 
less, come through the schools. Started 
with planned circulation 50,000, its 
third issue had sale close 300,000, 
according its publishers. monthly 
selling for cents. 

addition the usual picture stories, 
Catholic Comics features contests with 
bicycles prizes, puzzles, drawing lessons, 
and famous art pieces. Some its well- 
conceived comics are Pig,” “Bill 
Brown Notre Dame,” and “Father 
employing familiar situations 
compete with the popularity such 
widely known characters Superman and 
Bugs Bunny that has been exploited with 
good effect Catholic Comics. 

The Big Three—Topix, Treasure Chest, 
and Catholic not represent 
the only attempts ever made launch 
Catholic comics. Pictorial Catechists, 
monthly with instructional aim dis- 
tributed the schools, and Paradise 
Parade, probably the first Catholic comic 
aimed for newsstand sales, were originated 


Rev. Myron Florey Scranton, Pa., 


who began his work about five years ago. 
Father Florey writes most the script 
for his comic books, does the better part 
the drawing, and supervises the printing 
his own shop. With the help 
Maryknoller, Father Florey published 
comic books Japanese before Topix did. 
His books are still doing well. 

the matter Catholic comic strips 
for publication Catholic newspapers and 
magazines the variety you find your 
daily newspaper little advancement has 
been made. This probably because 
the paucity space most Catholic 
weeklies. number Catholic papers 
have serialized “Is This Tomorrow?” and 
the Catholic Universe Bulletin Cleve- 
land uses three comic strips regularly. 
Extension Magazine also runs comic strips. 
But generally the field open for develop- 
ment. 


Steady Demand 


This, would seem, proved the 
record the Catholic comic books. Fa- 
vorable reactions have poured into the 
offices the publishers from all over the 
world, and the market steady, not 
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booming. interesting note that 
many conversion began with these little 
magazines. 

far can measured, the primary 
task drawing children and adults, too, 
from the trashy comics being fulfilled. 
Cardinal Griffin Westminster England 
has urged the Catechetical Guild send 
more and more issues Topix into his 
land because the great need for them. 
The same comic book was mentioned 
congratulatory manner recent issue 
the Vatican newspaper. Father Florey’s 
experience also noteworthy. found, 
while working with pamphlets some time 
ago, that even the Paulists had sale 
poor 4000 6000 copies these book- 
lets over period years. But when 
published pamphlet comic book 
form, was forced reprint until his 
circulation reached 175,000. The Catholic 
comic book project has long since caught 
fire and working. 

This not say that Catholic comics 
have been received happily everywhere 
Catholic quarters. One 
visor schools has let known that 
opposes all comics, including Catholic 
ones, because “they keep their devotees 
the kindergarten first-grade level.” 

“Ultimately, students must rely 
words the main factors their intel- 
lectual development, particularly words 
associated with reality,” argues. “It 
conceivable that prolonged reliance pic- 
tures instruction may retard inhibit 
verbal imagery and may possibly result 
the inhibition the power abstraction 
and reasoning ideas.” 

Comics, contends, might thus easily 
become escape from reality. 

This criticism all comic books, 
course, and the minority opinion. 
the other side you have those who 
point out that comics provide easy 
way learn and capitalize chil- 
dren’s interests. Regarding the “escape” 
thesis, Father Florey counters saying 
that fairy tales and the stories won- 
derland and nymphs and the rest have 
salutary effect and are cultural neces- 
city. Chesterton himself wrote 
length the need for fairy stories for all. 


Pro and Con 


Aside from the educational arguments 
pro and con, the moral implications the 
comics whole are means set- 
tled. Probably one has said that all 
the 60,000,000 comic magazines read each 
month were morally bad, least all the 
Catholic critics. fact, Topix very gener- 
ously publishes list every month 
acceptable comic books. Writing the 
Jesuit magazine, America, John Sisk, 
after studying separate comic books, 
says: “So far have seen, one need 
have fears about the over-all moralistic 
tone this literature. One theme runs 
through it: namely, that crime absolutely 
does not pay, even under the most pro- 
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pitious circumstances. Specifically, the 
course reading was edified learn 
that there was percentage trying 
turn the human race into midgets, lure 
ships onto the rocks order rob them, 
Japanese spy China, steal gold mines 
from nice old men, blow the earth 
with atomic energy for one’s own selfish 
purpose, kidnap football team 
order keep from winning crucial 
game. 

the consistency with which bad 
men came bad ends the picture books 
was monotonously and monstrously edify- 
ing.” 

With tongue cheek, seems, Sisk 
even goes far say that comic books 
may classified “educational” since 
they help prepare the young for the 
prevailing adolescent attitudes adult life, 
like the attitude that finds one its 
sublimest expressions the daydreams 
about Goldwyn Girls French bathing 
suits. 

the other hand, New York woman, 
who one the outstanding Catholic 
lay leaders America today who, 
incidentally, has had firsthand experience 
recently that she considered Topix’s “Is 
This Tomorrow?” much too brutal for her 
young daughter because depicts acts 
physical violence performed upon human 
beings. Even the man said have in- 
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vented the comic book back 1932 when 
was printing sales manager, Harry 
Wildenber Key West, Fla., denounces, 
with dubious authority, the bad influence 
the comic book American culture. 
fact, would like see comic books 
abolished. 

Wherever you stand this very un- 
settled debate over the virtues and vices 
the comic book, you must agree with 
the wit who observed that comic books 
are longer laughing matter. Despite 
recent efforts the right direction, 
whole they still remain educational and 
moral problem. The Association Comic 
Book Publishers has set censoring 
the so-called Office,” 
and the National Association for Decent 
Literature and the Parent-Teachers Asso- 
ciations have undertaken similar project. 


many cities throughout the nation, 
California, West Virginia, New York, 
and other states, comic books have been 
banned from the newsstands, and civic, 
educational, church, student, and other 
groups have worked hard bring about 
cleanup. 

But not easy burn books, good 
bad. Even the Army, which had 
tentatively agreed ban the sale 
bases comic books whose crime 
and sex content was too high rate the 
approval the Schultz Office, was forced 
withdraw its O.K. when the comic book 
people who don’t belong the ACMP 
raised hue and cry, asserting they repre- 
sented per cent all comic book 
circulation. 

The best answer yet still one 
the few positive the 
Catholic comic book. least, the 
kind comic book, because much 
more than mere entertainment; 
teaching aid, help getting across, 
the most interesting way known, the truths 
our religion. You have coax people 
read textual matter these subjects, and 
this makes for poor absorption; but even 
Protestants hurry buy Catholic comic 
books. This alone high praise.

hearing, the mother who watches for the 
best plays, movies, and other entertain- 
ment and sees that the story told the 
book read advance, that the action 
may intelligible with all possible values 
absorbed throught sight.

Long will remember the teacher who 
took her little flock picnic and settled 
down close waterfall. the course 
the afternoon she singled out little 
boy whose ears she knew faulty. 
Leading him the falls, she pointed out 
the ripple the water flowing over boul- 
ders, its sparkle the sunlight. That child 
will always enjoy waterfall, with sense 
loss through sound. 

Such small attentions from parents and 
teachers mean little trouble, yes. But 
has any real good ever been done without 
someone’s going out his way?

The phenomenon 
rooted the fact male adolescence. This 
profound gradual change which over- 
takes boy, change the most momentous, the 
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most critical all his natural life between 
the cradle and the grave. 

While newborn consciousnes self 
accounted the chief element this transition, 
cannot underestimate rapid sexual de- 
age experiences puberty. Quite rightly 
teachers observe that incoming freshmen are 
often markedly different from next year’s 
sophomores and are not the young men they 
develop into seniors, with the purity situa- 
tion reflecting their maturation. What begins 
masturbation, erection, and emission problem 
becomes complicated the traditional as- 
sociation with females “dates.” 


The Price Growing 


Adolescence curiously parallels the fall from 
grace experienced Adam and Eve 
the garden. Before the onset puberty espe- 
cially, the average boy goes living for the 
hour kind golden paradise. 

Then comes the fateful moment when his 
eyes are opened and sees good and evil 
different, intensive light. The days boyish 
innocence are over never more return, and 
thereafter the sweat his brow has 
fight manfully for once possessed 
without labor. struggles against new temp- 
tations new vehemence and frequency 
not kind. And among new questions 
must settle his own satisfaction are many 
the sexual sphere, the most common 
which (in the words would ask them) are

Questions They Ask 


Temptation versus sin. Just where does 
temptation sex leave off and sin begin? 
Why not temptations stop even when you 
don’t want them? Why are tempted? Can 
person sin his body without sinning 
his mind? Why hard for boy 
stay pure? 

Thoughts. What really bad thought? 
Does sinful thought sex have include 
feeling pleasure? Why are bad thoughts 
wrong nobody hurt them? What makes 
these pictures flash into your head? What 
can you stop them? 

Sensations. Why can’t you allow these 
feelings when easy have them and 
enjoy them? How can the private parts 
act like that even when you don’t want it? 
sin tighten up? the feeling comes 
without you causing it, then all right 
take the pleasure? 

wet dreams? punishment for playing 
with oneself? necessary see doctor? 
What can done stop these night losses? 
What should done time like that? 

Masturbation. Why are Catholic boys 
forbidden this? How much can you 
before you insane? Will you die con- 
vulsions? you get pimples from this? Noth- 
ing seems any good; how can you quit 
this sin? Does this inclination mean that you 
are freak? 

Kissing, embracing. What can you 
date? Why kissing sin everybody 
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right you really love each other? How far 
can you with the girl? Isn’t different 
the girl willing? she accepts your class 
ring, doesn’t that entitle you privileges? 
What about the privileges engaged couples? 


Struggle Darkness 


Such questions indicate the deeply personal 
adjustment each boy must make for himself. 
Obviously these various problems not bear 
down upon every boy with equal force; some 
are scarcely touched, while others are heavily 
burdened, depending great deal upon their 
guidance. Nevertheless, each lad in- 
dividual with his own set troubles. Whatever 
his are, must find the solutions and apply 
them his own life, with heaven and hell 
the balance. 

This process learning how chaste 
can difficult enough for lads who are 
properly trained and instructed. But what 
the hardship those who, unassisted wise 
and holy agencies, are abandoned the 
twisted views and vicious ways worldly 
companions??2 

The great harm fostered ignorance and 
confusions matters purity poses prob- 
lem every Christian educator must ponder. 
The material sins and the unsettled consciences 
and the false outlooks and the subjective sins 
impurity add frightening situation: 
boys with strained notions purity trying 
bear burden man asked carry; boys 
noble impulse seeing marriage and sex 
perverted light; discouraged boys believing 
they have sinned cases where objectively 
grave matter lacking; boys great good 
will practicing skittish, jumpy sort chas- 
tity; boys objectively impure acting without 
full knowledge; boys acting doubt, hesitat- 
ing ask questions the confessional; boys 
fighting immoral habits acquired igno- 


How Widespread 


Even fundamental matters chastity, 
Catholic observers say, far too many boys are 
muddled Catholic boys, understand, from 
Catholic institutions, boys whom like 
think the moral elite our land. 

This opinion borne out the seniors’ 
response the retreat survey cited above. 
Consider, also, these facts from Father 
O’Neill’s study nine hundred freshmen: 
average “class one hundred students, 
ninety per cent will found 
moral principles which are based not Cath- 
olic theology but upon morality the ir- 
religious environment which these boys 

Convinced that the boys were uninformed 
that they could not adequately gauge their 
own misguided notions, gave them set 
thorough lessons before administering ques- 
tionnaire, which showed that: 

per cent had previous correct idea 
what sinful thought was. 

per cent had not considered petting 
sinful. 

per cent had not considered self-abuse 
mortal sin. 
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Less than five hundred thought in- 
complete sexual excitement sinful 


Evaluating the Evidence 


The reflective reader, accepting statistics 
for what they are worth, will notice that 
Father O’Neill did not aim measure the 
moral goodness the freshmen taught but 
only their mental grasp principles. While 
safely assuming that his subjects had Catholic 
wills, did demonstrate that they did not 
have fully Catholic minds. 

might objected that his study was 
made helpless little freshmen who scarcely 
knew what was talked about, since for lack 
insight into sexual matters they saw the 
problem only impersonal, abstract some- 
thing. However, this view freshmen be- 
ginners adolescence well secondary 
studies widespread and comfortable myth. 

Perhaps high school thought 
coterminous with adolescence because pro- 
vides convenient demarcation, and because 
there that some the maladjustments break 
into the open. But any investigation will 
show (or any counselor could explain), the 
newly enrolled youngsters are not the wholly 
unsuspecting innocents they may appear. 

All them are acquainted with the origin 
babies and many have become conscious 
some sort difficulty with purity. Possibly 
half had been adolescent the time they 
were graduated from eighth grade; some have 
already contracted impure habits. And which 
them could claim that has more right 
notions than wrong ones sex and chastity?

Now matter which source one turns to, 
the story seems read the same. Consider, 
for instance, the results Dr. Fleege’s sam- 
plings from boys all four years high 
school. 

Only half his two thousand boys be- 
lieved they possessed clear enough rules 
what sinful concerning impure thought, 
words, and

Who’s Blame? 


What part did the parents and teachers have 
allowing any such pagan ideas take 
over the minds our young men? Could 
not expect better from years training 
Catholic homes and schools? Must clever- 
ness and energy all the devil’s side? 

Too plain that clear and wholesome 
ideas purity have inculcated positively 
and boldly; where the holy virtue concerned, 
not all silence golden. legitimate auth- 
orities not champion youth’s right 
clean, precise knowledge, other agencies will 
waiting take over. 


Office Hours for Satan 


For conclusive evidence both the lethargy 
Catholics and the zeal the world, ask 
any boys where they first learned the “facts 
life.” prepared hear large majority 
answer: “The gang” “Up the corner” 
“Over the garage.” 

Even among Catholic students, Dr. Fleege 
found, initiation into sex well later in- 
formation was drawn more likely than not 
from bad vile sources usually from over- 
wise course such indoctrina- 
tion provides not merely medical data but 
also attitudes and standards. 

This black-market philosophy 
lentlessly the end product process 
plainly termed the buck”; the parents 
too often assume chastity instruction and 
training the work the religious teacher 
(“That’s what pay tuition for”), the good 
teacher steps aside make way for the 
priest, and the priest quotes documents 
prove that this primarily the duty the 
parents. Thus, left his own devices, little 
Johnny goes out the street and gets his 
education from individuals delighted and flat- 
tered the opportunity tell him all 
about “it.” 

Father Bomholt (who believes that the boy 
problem resolves into sex problem) has this 
say insufficient knowledge and training 
from good sources: 
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Twenty-five years study this prob- 
lem and personal contact with thousands 
lads juvenile courts and outside 
them have confirmed the conviction 
that these disorders are begotten igno- 
rance (as rule the older ones corrupting 
the younger), continued weakness be- 
cause passion increases, the will power 
diminishes, and very frequently end 


Lost Opportunity 

Pathetically this conspiracy silence 
the right people covers period lad’s 
life when even little effort would im- 
mense good. Seemingly, the family and the 
school prefer stand mutely, each afraid 
its specified duty, perhaps taking action 
only after pagan ideals have begun work out 
into external sins. Clearly, lecture the 
rules for chastity and the significance 
sex, kept storage for his eighteenth year, 
comes too late prevent damage eradi- 
cate totally young man’s false notions. Better 
year early than hour late. 

like ours, the very atmosphere 
which becoming aphrodisiac, have 
choice whether not our youngsters 
alternative between instruction ignorance, 
but rather between Christian ideas material- 
istic ones. the proper persons will not 
instruct, there are lots others who will. 


Delinquent Teachers 


Even the Catholic home were fail 
its duty training chastity, the adoles- 
cents would still have much assistance 
sexual adjustment were the Catholic school 
carry out its assigned job moral forma- 
tion and instruction. However, seems plain 
that practical lessons the sixth and ninth 
commandments and the sacrament mar- 
riage are not taught early enough (with due 
regard for need and capacity) and when in- 
troduced are not treated effectively enough. 

well and good for Catholic educators, 
with the moralists, point out the home 
the nursery chastity training and the only 
proper center for sex instruction. also 
profitable for Catholic educators, with the 
sociologists, deplore parental neglect. But 
amount finger pointing will camouflage the 
fact that many teachers are also guilty sins 
omission their own department. com- 
plicate matters, sloth not the only factor 
influencing this omission, nor are justice, 
charity, and zeal usually wanting the de- 
linquent teachers. 


They 


the realm sex, unfortunately, more 
than any other, boys may fail find know- 
ing sympathy their especially 
lay religious. Since lives academic 
world apart, and since years removed 
from his own adolescence (which likely was 
sheltered and sanctified development), can 
readily thinking that all well with 
his charges long they pass examinations 
and keep out mischief school. 
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the case Sisters teaching adolescent 
boys, attention must directed special 
obstacle understanding: the great difference 
between man and woman. well said that 
nun who earnest her vocation and care- 
ful about her rule may live from one year 
another without experiencing single carnal 
temptation, the like which boys may suffer 
several times daily. 

easy see why this difference between 
nun and adolescent male favorite argument 
those who urge that boys and years 
old (lads upper grades generally) should 
separated from the girls and put under male 
instructors. Remember that Father O’Neill’s 
900 freshmen, only thirteen could recall hear- 
ing grammar school clear, simple state- 
ment the sixth commandment.” 


Men Tomorrow 


Other factors contribute toward this dis- 
regard youth’s problems. For instance, un- 
less the teacher meet his students their 
neighborhood setting, comes picture them 
only members group coraled within 
the four walls the classroom, and uncon- 
sciously tends think school life the 
only life they live. Furthermore, 
stitutional relationship accentuates 
petuates the inferior position the boys, 
with the result that.whether freshmen 
seniors, they are easily thought just 

Such view does not make adequate pro- 
vision for that profound almost imper- 
ceptible change adolescence. This advance 
man’s estate duly recognized the 
realistic Church: Canon 573 allows the 16- 
year-old “boy” take the vows poverty, 
chastity, and obedience; and Canon 1067 per- 
mits him validly marry and beget 

Certainly the Catholic teacher can 
less than accept facts. Were regard his 
students potentially cowled monks 
uxorious husbands, would more likely 
carry through deeply earnest program 
moral guidance.

view youth’s evident need, hard 
defend the attitude Catholic teachers 
who act though giving practical lessons 
the sixth and ninth commandments and 
matrimony was merely question taste.

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Mistaken Ideas Duty 


True enough, moral education arduous

But not the case 
that many teachers fear carry out their 
duty because they not understand what 
consists? they not fail distinguish 
between: (1) sex education, which the 
province the parents intimate per- 
son-to-person discussion, and (2) lessons 
purity and marriage imparted group 
already possessing sufficient knowledge sex? 

some Catholic teachers, apparently, in- 
struction marriage means lectures breed- 
ing and obstetrics, instruction the sixth 
and ninth commandments means discourses 
impurities and social disease. Little wonder 
that such persons— and their number seems 
all. 

put bluntly, not many Catholic 
teachers (and parents too) fail help out 
youth because they themselves have only 
physiological view chastity instruction, 
though perfunctory references 
prayer and the sacraments there little else 
the topic but sex organs and sin? Would 
they not eager their appointed job 
they appreciated the true nobility and 
beauty God’s plan? 

sum up, this first installment 
have considered adolescents’ need for help 
with the sex problem: (1) its place their 
lives and (2) its nature, causes, consequences. 
have seen how Catholic teachers can con- 
tribute the betrayal youth through (1) 
failure understand and (2) miscon- 
ception duty.

Esperanto 
does not aim replace national languages 
abolish their study, but acts common 
language for international use. The value 
such language for commerce, travel, science, 
and literature needs emphasis. For obvious 
reasons national language suitable for 
that purpose: first, because every nation 
the world cherishes its own national language 
and will not accept language belonging 
another nation for international communica- 
tion; secondly, national languages are hard 
master, and can serve best only the 
language boundaries their natives. 

the other hand, Esperanto neutral 
language, scientifically created for that pur- 
pose from the fittest elements national 
tongues, and therefore offends one but 
serves all nations alike. living language 
living people, used writing and speech 
all parts the world. fulfills all re- 
quirements and conditions international 
language: logical, euphonious, precise, 
and flexible; its grammar simple, the spell- 
ing phonetic, and the accent invariable. 
Nevertheless the language has considerable 
literary power and beauty, evident from

the true sense the international language, 
Esperanto, not artificial language, but 
rather linguistic masterpiece with the 
natural composite speech scientifically con- 
densed. The words were not arbitrarily in- 
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vented but, already stated, the author se- 
lected from the principal languages such 
words already existed the largest num- 
ber national tongues. aimed make 
use that which people already know. 

Esperanto has only rules and excep- 
tions; only two cases: nominative and accusa- 
tive (in English, objective); only one article 
“la,” irrespective gender number; 
has irregular verbs, and only word end- 
ings for all inflections. Persons and numbers 
not change the endings. The chief parts 
speech have distinctive endings, and can 
thus recognized like policeman, fireman, 
mailman their uniforms; all nouns end 
“o,” adjectives “a,” derivative adverbs 
plural indicated “j.” (which has 
the sound like the English —as yes), 
verb infinitives and accusative end- 
ings “n.” 

Thirty some prefixes and suffixes reduce 
the vocabulary minimum. this device 
great variety meanings are conveyed 
clearly with the least number words. Here 
example: patro—father; patra— 
fatherly; patre—paternally; patrino—mother; 
bopatrino mother-in-law; gepatroj par- 
ents; patrineco motherhood. 


Concluding Remarks 


interesting note that when Hitler 
came power Germany, did not allow 
the use the interlanguage; today Esperanto 
flourishes that unhappy country, evi- 
dent from the fact that more than six and 
half million Germans sent petitions the 
favor Esperanto, according Dr. 
Siegfried Ziegler the University Munich. 
The dictator Russia seems not have 
his lesson, for he, too, forbids the use 
Esperanto the Soviet absolutely 
forbids the free worship God. This 
proves that dictators the Hitler-Stalin 
type, not want see fraternization 
the peoples the world truly democratic, 
Christian spirit; they not want medium 
for world understanding such universal 
language, for they are spreading 
misunderstanding and anarchy the vain 
ambition the masters the world. But 
just one them already received his

They are, however, friends whom 
Central students have discovered lands 
across the sea. reality, these representatives 
Japan, Germany, Italy, and South America 
indicate phase international relations 
reaping larger measure success than that 
widely publicized Lake Success. 

Jaded teen agers occasionally feel that Eng- 
lish bore and letter writing the chief 
feature its program. fact, this creative 
art almost taboo the popularity the 
greeting card testifies. Despite their pretended 
ennui, students need practice expressing 
themselves letter form. The harassed teacher 
must find ways and means hold interest 
surfeited with diet modern amusements. 

Textbooks are necessary tool, but where 
their vital motivation? Offsetting this dearth, 
letterwriting the four corners the globe 
awakens not only the creative spirit but also 
feeling sympathy with other members 
the great human family. 

Scarcely anyone questions, then, the need 
for motivation this phase English. Nor 
does anyone doubt the necessity for better 
understanding among nations. Why not solve 
both problems fostering foreign corres- 
pondence project? teacher attempting such 
activity will amply repaid the show 
interest her students will display. 

The motto Hands Across the Sea gives 
impetus project Central which has 
evoked more than casual interest among the 
students. Outcomes realized this 
venture were: pleasurable facility the art 
self-expression and the strengthening 
Christian attitude toward members different 
races, creeds, and colors. 


Students Want Friends 


Adolescents know what they want. First 
among their psychological needs the posses- 
sion friends their own age.

Central, what was originally project 
initiated staff members Hillside Echoes, 
student newspaper, blossomed into combined

national handshaking project, much the cor- 
respondence now sponsored students not 
the journalism “elite.” 

nothing unusual for students haunt 
the faculty adviser with the plea, “May 
have address Japan?” the ad- 
dresses from Italy come yet?” This show 
interest both gratifying and reassuring. 

Primarily intended establish relations 
among schools taught the Sisters Chris- 
tian Charity, the project resolved itself into 
work larger scope when Japan was added 
the list. Since the religious community 
teaching Central Catholic conducts schools 
three continents, was difficult task 
contact Germany, Italy, and South America. 

The community directory provided addresses 
schools that approximated Central size 
and administration. After contacts had been 
established with these schools, the principals 
and teachers co-operated sending lists 
individual names for private correspondence. 

Language classes donated their services when 
they formulated letters Spanish and Ger- 
man. The pseudo-Spaniards discovered that 
“Habla Ud. inglés?” has its practical side, 
while the German protégés learned the value 
properly directed “Sprechen Sie englisch?” 

Both language groups sent these letters 
the foreign ports question explain the 
sudden interest South America and Ger- 
many. South the border, Centralites have 
directed their attention Colegio Mallin- 
ckrodt, Buenos Aires, Argentina, and 
Colegio Inmaculada, Santiago, Chile. 
this way Spanish-speaking youth have op- 
portunity learn about their fellow students 
the upper half the globe. 

Germany, the Marienschule Brilon and 
the Lyceum Lippstadt feature points 
contact for the students. these institutions 
English the curriculum and the 
teachers are glad for the additional practice 
afforded their pupils the interchange 
letters with America. 

Since Italian not taught Central, the 
letter Italy was composed the parents 
one the seniors. Its destination was Villa 
Paolina Rome, educational unit similar 
high schools the United States, with ap- 
proximately 650 girls enrolled. With the ex- 
ception these introductory letters, all other 
correspondence from the American side was 
carried English. 

Return mail brought encouraging comments 
from overseas, showing that Europeans and 
Latins appreciate American interest their 
mother tongue. 
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The Letters Start 


“The letter that received well 
written that one has the impression German 
girl wrote her own language.” This from 
Germany. From Rome came the message that 
the Italian letter afforded much pleasure and 
encouraged the students forge ahead 
reciprocate. 

Japan was brought our attention when 
The Queen’s Work for March, 1949, rolled 
off the presses. This issue contained details 
for campaign commemorating the 400th 
anniversary St. Francis Xavier’s arrival 
the Land the Rising Sun. 

Co-operating with the suggestions outlined 
this issue, two seniors directed letter 
headquarters Japan. preparation for this 
invasion mail, students compiled lists 
preferences, indicating their choice male 
female addressee, and the desired age the 
prospective pen pal. True form, the boys 
expressed decided preference for Mme. 
Butterfly (or better, Mademoiselle Butterfly) 
rather than masculine version. They were 
willing risk foreign entanglements for the 
alluring prospect girl friend overseas. 

When the addresses arrived from Japan, 
the surprise the class the names only 
three girls had been forwarded, while the male 
commodity flooded the market. Unknown boys, 
number, challenged the curiosity the 
class. The Jesuit missionary who forwarded 
this list assured that more girls’ names 
would forthcoming the beginning the 
new term. Evidently, there had been run 
the market with consequent sellout 
the feminine. 

Results the first barrage letters were 
soon hand. 

“What means ‘hazel eyes’?” queried one 
enterprising young Oriental. His American 
friend had evidently given word portrait 
herself. explain his curiosity, this Japanese 
correspondent hastened add that the adjec- 
tive “hazel” was not his dictionary. Since 
formed part the description, was eager 
discover the truth. the absence 
photographical evidence, there was chance 
that “hazel eyes” might disappointment. 


Youth Universal 


Besides providing food for laughter and 
amusement, these letters indicate the avidity 
with which peoples the Orient grasp 
whatever savors American culture tradi- 
tion. beachhead has been established. Youth- 
ful interest and enthusiasm will direct the 
attack. American democracy can implanted 
the vaccuum contemporary Japanese 
society effectively through these humble 
means through the devious machinations 
international diplomacy.

Perhaps someone may charge that one in- 
dividual friend across the sea small 
account turning the tide current affairs. 
this mental smoke screen thick enough 
obscure the indifference that caused it? Yes, 
that Japanese, Italian, German, South 
American, whom our boys and girls are 
writing important. Given favorable set 
circumstances and code guiding prin- 
ciples worthy the name, will mar- 
shalel along the side peace and justice and 
charity—a friend rather than 
enemy.

graphed notes from such organizations the 
Catholic School Press, and Scroll, Na- 
tional Scholastic Press Association, and Col- 
umbia School Press Association. 

Advisers were given names, addresses, and 
data for the various associations and also 
samples their publications. Reputable year- 
book manufacturers were also given unsolicited 
recommendation, care being taken point 
out the pros and cons offset and letterpress 
printing. 

Assignments were given news writing, 
dummying the paper, and integrating the 
theme the yearbook. Discussions cuts, 
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covers, and similar problems brought some fine 
suggestions from the group. One member who 
had the experience selling $500 worth 
used cuts for about made the suggestions 
that there established Board Exchange 
for cuts that might borrowed from other 
schools. 

Instead having three-hour final ex- 
amination, which would never have been any 
indication how much they had benefited 
from the workshop, the advisers visited the 
plant and offices the Columbus Dispath, one 
Ohio’s dailies. 

The course carried one credit but was prob- 
ably much more valuable virtue the 
practical suggestions brought forth and the 
encouragement gave. 

Certainly any religious community can 
afford have intra-community workshop 
the mother house. golden opportunity 
and the answer adviser’s prayer.

The plan that seems best suited integrat- 
ing the arts and skills English the unit, 
the organization teaching around large and 
meaningful topics.

When interrelated, the experiences and 
derstandings derived from one area are not 
only readily usable every other, but ac- 
tually reinforce and vivify each other.

Speaking clarifies read- 
ing; reading provides material for discussion; 
both reading and speaking contribute con- 
victions and inspiration writing; reading, 
writing, and speaking stimulate thinking; and 
the skills are functional all areas. 

When speaking and writing are orientated 
from rich reading program, the individual 
will reach deepening understanding what 
means Christian, the glory and re- 
sponsibility being free creature God 
with the gifts and powers that make him 
God’s very image. Awarenesses will grow 
him the sacred bond between him and his 
fellow men and his necessary responsibility 
them that Christ ratified His “Blessed 
ye” the Mount. There will unfolded 
for him the realization God’s plan for 
man living, which man reaches the full 
spiritual stature ordained for him develop- 
ing his powers know and love. His ap- 
preciation beauty will mature and with 
more satisfactory response the material 
universe through the use which God per- 
mits him sanctify himself. 

Literature provides this kind 
integration English. extends the stu- 
dent’s vicarious participation worth-while 
experiences, increases his understanding 
himself and those with whom lives 
his social environment. enlarges his sym- 
pathies and heightens his awareness the 
seriousness life and the essential rela- 
tionship that exists between the finite and the 
Infinite. 
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Literature Universal 


The literature every age brings universals 
into focus, for literature concerned with 
the elements human character and life that 
have been constants from Homer Claudel 
through every social and cultural change. The 
writer who artist, whether lived 
500 lives 1949, one who finds 
human life, which the ordinary man seems 
disorganized and meaningless, some pattern, 
some striking sequence events, that gives 
order and meaning. Because thinker; 
because man vision and has insight 
into reality; because is, besides, crafts- 
man, shares with the reader the pattern 
experience that peculiarly his. The novelist 
gives insight into the complexity human 
nature. The poet orders the whole range 
human emotion. The dramatist places the ten- 
sions and conflicts inherent living with 
others pattern living that vivid and 
dynamic. 

The appeal literature always human 
one. are preoccupied with the personalities 
the Antigones and Hamlets and Lord Jims 


and Scobies the ages. look for some 


causal relationship between their actions and 
motives. pass judgment them re- 
sponsible human beings. find that the 
ideals and goals good men life, their 
sense creatureship and responsibility, the 
changeless values inherent human relations 
are the yardstick with which measure the 
characters fiction. 


Literature and Life 


There open door between literature 
and life. Life provides the materials for litera- 
ture and literature ministers human life 
and human needs. But only art 
that literature can minister the needs 
The insight into human living that litera- 
ture gives the insight that personal aesthetic 
experience carries. Every true literary work 
embodies human experience way that 
insights may flow from it. find truth 
than fact, created beauty rather than 
photographed surface reality. find mean- 
ing given what life would seem our 
myopic vision meaningless. see people and 
events and things presented pattern that 
has significance. 

But literary works are not treatises 
ethics sociology. they enlarge our knowl- 
edge life, not way information, 
but the understandings and appreciations 
that flow from dynamic experience. 

Unfortunately, literature easily becomes 
the prey the pietistic moralizing teacher 
who tries make direct means 
teaching, who does not scruple wrench 
from its true function re-creating beauty 
and illuminating truth make handy 
teference for documenting moral precepts. 
The irony that that kind teacher de- 
stroys the very life principle literature 
without reaching her objective—to set the 
feet the young securely the path 
good. She makes both literature and morality 
because she herself violates truth. 
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All the values for the student the study 
English must grow naturally from the 
work hand. The ultimate objectives are 


_achieved only the extent that the teacher 


keeps mind that her immediate task 
teach English. Only then will she contribute 
her share toward developing Christian per- 
sonality with correct sense values. 

successful English curriculum reaches the 
individual. considers the varying interests 
and abilities students the same grade 
level. it, building ideals, acquiring atti- 
tudes, and developing appreciations are 
important perfecting skills. provides 
wide range reading material suited the 
reading age each individual. flexible 
that students find opportunities use many 
the arts and skills English any level, 
but carefully planned that each separate 
aspect the total program receives definite 
emphasis some specific point the 
program. 


Suggested Topical Divisions 

Practically, English curriculum may 
built about the four basic relationships 
God, fellow men, self, and the ma- 
terial universe. Divide the school year into 
four quarters and extend unit work over 
each. For each the four years plan unit 
which some the basic concepts each 
relationship are made ultimate objectives. 
Into each unit place definite body related 
English reading, writing, speak- 
ing, listening, and skills the control which 
makes the immediate objectives the 
unit. Relate the ultimate objectives and the 
immediate ones through body literature 
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that rich the universals the unit 
illuminate. 

Take, for instance, the notion adventure. 
teach adventure anyway freshmen. Why 
not shape toward the ultimate objective 
awakening correct understandings 
tudes toward the essential meaning ad- 
venture, which is, putting meaning into every- 
day life. 

The use core book, rich the notion 
adventure defined here, opens the unit. 
book like Wind, Sand, and Stars will burn 
into the student’s mind new awareness 
the meaning life, enriched understanding 
the personal freedom those who are not 
shackled the material. every chapter 
this book there wealth material for 
thought and discussion about adventure 
aspects living that have not occurred 
the student. Combine the core book with re- 
lated readings that show adventure many 
levels, from incorrect adventure escape 
thrill— and correct adventure natural 
everyday life—to the su- 
pernatural adventure the saint. 

Discussion will flow easily from the reading 
the teacher stimulates it. Writing will re- 
sult clearer thinking and the honest ex- 
pression convictions. The students will con- 
clude the unit with understandings and atti- 
tudes that are vital because they arrived 
them themselves (with skillful teacher direc- 
tion). Their understanding the life 
Christian will deepened. the same time, 
they will have become better readers, more 
sincere and accurate writers. And they will 
more firmly grounded several the skills 
basic successful communication. 


Don’t Neglect Your Lunch Program 


Any nonprofit elementary school high 
school the United States may participate 
the benefits the National School Lunch 
Program. The conditions are simple: The 
lunch service the school must not op- 
erated for profit; the school authorities 
the local organization sponsoring the lunch 
program must apply the proper public 
official; the type lunch served must meet 
the requirements the law; and the lunches 
must available without any discrimination 
those pupils who are unable pay the 
lunch fee set the school. 

Any local group such Home-and-School 
Parent-Teacher association may co-operate 
with the school authorities sponsoring 
lunch program. 


Federal Assistance 


Nonprofit private schools are eligible for 
federal assistance. The federal funds are ad- 
ministered for public schools the chief 
state educational office. This office also serves 
the private schools, state laws permit. 

those states where state school officials 
are forbidden extend this service private 


schools, the private schools may apply 
Area Field Supervisor the Food Distribu- 
tion Program the Department 
Agriculture. For the states Iowa, Michigan, 
Minnesota, Nebraska, North Dakota, Ohio, 
South Dakota, and Wisconsin. The area 
South Wabash Ave., Chicago Catholic 
school principals other states may obtain 
the information they need from the office 
the Diocesan Superintendent Schools. 


Federal funds are intended reimburse 
schools for part the cost the school 
lunch. The highest rate paid for the Type 
lunch consisting of: 

One half pint whole milk 
beverage. 

Two ounces lean meat, poultry, fish, 
cheese, one egg, one half cup 
cooked dry beans peas, four tablespoons 
peanut butter. 

Three fourths cup vegetables fruit 
both. 

One more portions bread muffins 
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other bread made whole grain cereal 
enriched. flour. 

Two teaspoons butter fortified 
margarine. 

The Type lunch provides two thirds 
much food the Type lunch. 

The Type lunch consists only one 
half pint whole milk. This can served 
schools that have lunchroom facilities. 


Sources Food 
Most the food served the School 
Lunch Program purchased locally the 
schools. But the Department Agricul- 
ture buys and distributes participating 
schools some food high nutritive value. 
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addition, the Department Agriculture, 
from time time, makes available certain 
surplus farm products. These latter may 
distributed all eligible nonprofit schools 
whether not they are participating the 
School Lunch Program. 


Necessary Equipment 

The National School Lunch Act, approved 
Congress, June 1946, also provides for 
“nonfood equipment used 
school premises storing, preparing, serv- 
ing food for school children. Approval for this 
assistance must obtained prior purchase 
for every piece equipment for which 
federal assistance desired. 


Make Friends With Brook and 
With Poetry

And heaven wild flower, 

Hold infinity the palm his hand, 
And eternity hour. 


Ever since read those lines William 
Blake have been struck the aptness with 
which they apply two different groups 
people. Blake, his “Songs Innocence,” 
was describing what means child; 
might just easily have been describing 
poet the same words. Not all children 
are poets, course, but, group, children 
are very close poetry. Who has not heard 
children express themselves with imagery 
and originality that would delight the heart 
any poet? remember little three-year- 
old girl who, seeing streamlined train speed 
quietly out nowhere and disappear 
noisy freight, remarked: “The first one 
sneaked up, didn’t it?” And there the little 
boy who was looking down his yard from 
open window and, noticing the dandelions, 
exclaimed, like yellow buttons 
his coat, aren’t they, Mommie?” have heard 
first-grade youngsters compose such fresh 
and original couplets that beside them the 
couplets high school girls were like sticks. 
For childhood the time when imagination 
reigns like queen, and let recall that this 
same faculty queen the field poetry. 

the March, 1947, issue The 
Reader’s Digest came out with article 
bubbling with poetic possibilities, “Make 
Friends With Brook,” and when spring came 
peeping over the hills and around the trees 
decided that had exactly the right “climate” 
for adventure versification with 
fifth-grade class. For every child loves 
brook, and every person poet some 
moment some springtime his life. 

First read the article the class. 
many children could had brought

copy the Digest class that day, and 
lollowed the reading from their copy. All 
listened for the purpose being able give 
the gist the article one two sentences. 
liked best the summary boy who said, 
“Brooks are different people, and they 
show their differences mainly their sounds.” 

then picked out and listed the black- 
board phrases from the article that were de- 
scriptive what brooks do: tunes, 
mazily murmur, play soft twilight music, 
whispers the alders some old tale, play 
silver chimes, make harp sandy riffles, 
shout boisterously.” learned that spring 
brings brooks “music and laughter,” sum- 
mer, “quiet gossip,” winter, “deep slumber,” 
and the south-wind, “Springtime’s 
learned that brooks “vary mood and man- 
ner,” “leave distant peaks become joyous 
wanderers,” “take leisurely paths,” “go like life 
through sun and shade,” and “are love 
with long unhurried days.” referred our 
dictionaries for the meanings words with 
which were not familiar, although, many 
cases, could detect the meaning from the 
context. That the children did grasp the mean- 
ing many otherwise strange words was 
noticeable during the reading. When came 
the sentence: “Another comes shouting 
boisterously down ravines until meadows quiet 
his exuberance,” ripple appreciative 
laughter ran through the room. How close 
child’s everyday experience was that the 
noisy brook being hushed the more dig- 
nified meadows! 

Next put the Digest aside and built 
the blackboard vocabulary our own 
concerning brooks. found some synonyms 
for our subject “streams, streamlets, 
compiled list verbs descriptive 
the action brook. They were: flows, mur- 
murs, babbles, gurgles, laughs, sings, chatters, 
gossips, shouts, hums, tumbles, runs, 
sleeps, wakes, silent, tinkles, and trickles. 

Then told the children that had been 
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captivated the article that had 
compose little brook poem, but that 
was incomplete, since there were many bare 
patches where words were still 
and entire lines had yet written, pro- 
posed that put what had the board 
and that they would help finish the poem, 
The class responded enthusiastically, and soon 
had five four-line stanzas with the second 
and fourth lines rhyming (which pattern 
considered easiest for the children’s first 
tempt) completed. order give the chil- 
dren some idea the element rhythm 
without going into the technicalities meter, 
had them clap tap their feet time 
the lines read them aloud. for title, 
six were suggested from which one name
